are the tedio us h >urs fo r which the care­ 
less dispenser o f o range peel can be held 
acco untable. There are sev eral metho ds 
o f treating a sprained ankle, o ne o f 
which is strapping the leg fro m ankle 
to knee with adhesiv e plaster. 
The 
plaster is cut in strips abo ut an inch in 
width and o f sufficient length to encir 
ele the leg to within half an inch, the 
space being left to insure free cireula 
tio n. This treatment can o nly 
1h> applied 
befo re the leg begins to swell, therefo re 
within a v ery sho rt time o f the accident. 
Reco v ery by means o f the o rdinary 
treatment, that o f elev ating the fo o t 
and hav ing reco urse to ho t applicatio ns, 
may be greatly accelerated by scientific 
massage. 
By pro per manipulatio n the 
swelling can 
1*« reduced and the pain 
lessened in a v ery sho rt time. 
If, ho w­ 
ev er, the serv ice o f o ne who tho ro ughly 
understands giv ing the treatment can­ 
no t be o btained, simple rubbing w ill o f­ 
ten giv e relief. 
The rubbing must a l­ 
way s bo up, no t do wn, and the hands o f 
the o perato r as w ell as the wo unded 
limb sho uld l>e made tho ro ughly a nti­ 
septic befo re any frictio n is applied, lest 
the secretio ns o f the skin being rubbed 
into the po res sho uld be reabso rbed and 
inflammatio n increased in the strained 
tissues.— New Yo rk Ledger.

“ ei^ht bells,” instead of the hour. 
There are people who think “ ei|? h^ 
bells” is 8 o’clock, and so with all the 
hours. 
At sea “ bell” is equiva lent to o’clock 
on shore. 
A bell is struck every half 
hour. The day , betjrlnningr at midnight, 
is divided into watches of four hours, 
except the w'atch from 4 to 'i p. ra., 
which ia divided into two dog watchea, 
A full watch thus consista of eight 
hours and its progreas is noted by the 
number of strokes on the bell.

stance, beginning at midnight, the end 
of a watch, the bell is struck eight 
times; 12:30 ia one bell, 1 o'clock is two 
bolL, 1:30 o’clock ia three bells, 2 
o’clock ia four bells, 3 o’clock ia six 
bills, 4 o’clock is eight bells a ga in,a nd 
so on.

Vpril Mr. Memminger, the secretary of 
he treasury of the Confederacy, huving 
issued a call for designs, selected the 
no above described. The die was made 
>y A. H. Peterson of New Orleans, and 
tuiir coins were struck as specimen 
pieces, under tin* direction of Dr. 13 F. 
Lay lor, “ chief coiner for the Confeder­ 
ate States of America. ’’ But the south­ 
ern government then found that, owing 
to a total lack of silver bullion, it was 
>110 tiling to mak e four specimen coins 
and quite another to issue the money in 
quantities. 
The idea was abandoned, 
and on April 8 0, 18 61, the m int closed, 
only a few days after the sam ple pieces 
had been made. 
The four coins were distributed to 
persons who would be most lik ely to 
tak e an interest in them. One was sent 
to the gov rum ent, one to Professor 
Riddell of the U niversity of Louisiana, 
one to far. L. Ames of New Orleans, and 
the foui th, together w ith the die, was 
k ept by Dr. Taylor, who had charge of 
the m int when it was struck . 
This is 
the coin which is now in this city. 
\b out the year 18 79 Dr. Taylor sold the 
coin and the die to Mr. Scott. 
The la t­ 
ter in turn disposed of the coin three or 
four years afterw ard at a public auction 
in New York for $8 70. 
Ten years ago 
the collection of w hich it formed a part 
was offered for sale. 
Mr. Scott bought 
.in* rare old piece back and has owned 
it ever since. 
One of the other coins, probably that 
which was sent to the Confederate gov­ 
ernm ent in 18 61, came into the posses­ 
sion of Jefferson Davis. 
After the w ar 
Mr. S-ott wrote to Mr. Duvis ask ing 
him it he still owned the piece. 
Mr. 
Davis replied in a letter, w hich Mr. 
Scott still has, that the coin was tak en 
from him when he was captured on 
May 10, I 8 6 0, together w ith m any other 
things that he owned, and that he had 
never heard of it afterw ard.
